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What two high-profile departures—and on 
escape clause—mean for Ros 


esides being celebrities, Alec Baldwin, 
Lindsay Lohan, and Rosie O’Donnell 
don’t seem to have much in common. 
But in recent weeks, they all made 
surprising and public decisions to drop out 
of—or, in Baldwin’s case, ask to be let go 
from—major gigs. EW examines the fallout 

for three intensely scrutinized stars who’ve 
arrived at important career crossroads. 


Alec Baldwin 


The endless custody battle 
between 30 Rock star Alec Baldwin and ex-wife 
Kim Basinger over their 11-year-old daughter, 
Ireland, made headlines again on April 19, whena

leaked telephone message left by Baldwin for his 
daughter landed on TMZ.com. Within hours, 
news that an angry Baldwin had called Irelanda 
“rude, thoughtless little pig” in the voice-mail 
was featured on countless media outlets. Soon 
thereafter, the Will Ferrell-run website Funny 
or Die posted a video spoof in which Dora the Ex- 
plorer intercepts Baldwin’s vitriolic phone call. 
Unbeknownst to NBC, which airs 
30 Rock, an exasperated Baldwin taped an 
episode of The View on ABC April 25 to discuss 
the phone incident. During the interview (which 
aired April 27), Baldwin said that he asked NBC 
for permission to leave his role as acerbic Jack 
Donaghy so he could focus on his relationship

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with his daughter—and finish his forthcoming 
book, tentatively titled Life After Divorce. (Last 
week, Baldwin posted on AlecBaldwin.com 
that he would be shutting down the website in 
June and relaunching it in the fall to focus 
solely on his future book projects.) And on the 
same day he taped The View, Baldwin dropped 
his reps at CAA, 

So what’s really going on? A source close to 
the actor says Baldwin was “very emotional” 
during his appearance on The View, and the 
actor’s rep, Matthew Hiltzik, confirms Baldwin 
will definitely return to his Golden Globe- 
winning Rock role next season. An NBC insider, 
meanwhile, says an official meeting between 
Baldwin and the network never even happened. 
As for his decision to leave CAA, the source close 
to the actor says that Baldwin’s defection may 
have been sparked by the fact that the agency 
continues to represent Basinger. In addition, 
the source suggests that the actor may end up 
returning to CAA, and adds, “Obviously, it’s an 
emotional time for him. Let’s give him room and 
not jump to any conclusions.” 

At press time, Baldwin was slated 
to return to court on May 4 to attempt reinstate- 
ment of his visitation rights, which were yanked 
after a California judge heard the phone tirade. 
(Another hearing has also been set to investigate 
the source of the tape leak.) In the meantime, 
Baldwin still faces an uphill PR battle: At 
an April 27 Tribeca Film Festival screening of 
his movie Suburban Girl, in which Baldwin 
plays a publishing magnate who has a tense rela- 
tionship with his daughter, the audience giggled 
whenever the subject of his child came up. 


Lindsay Lohan 

On April 22, news broke that 
Lindsay Lohan had departed The Best Time of 
Our Lives, the Dylan Thomas biopic in which she 
was slated to play the famed Welsh poet’s wife, 


Caitlin. (Sienna Miller will take over the part.) 

Lohan’s role in the highbrow project 
was a strong bid for renewed onscreen credibility 
after a disappointing run at the box office. But 
sources close to the project say Lohan didn’t want 
to accept certain insurance and production restric- 
tions. According to one insider, “The money in- 
volved was not worth all the compromises.” The 
source adds that financiers asked Lohan—who was 
famously chided by Morgan Creek CEO James G. 
Robinson after causing production delays on 
Georgia Rule last summer—to guarantee she’d 
arrive on time each day, and wanted her to share 
lodging with costar Keira Knightley during the 
shoot. Lohan’s rep responds: “Lindsay loves Keira 
and was saddened they couldn’t agree on a deal.” 

While her upcoming roles don’t 
involve a corset or an accent, Lohan could still 
bounce back with May 11’s Rule—in which she 
plays a troubled teen opposite Jane Fonda and 
Felicity Huffman—or July 27’s dual-personality 
thriller J Know Who Killed Me. 


Rosie O'Donnell 
The controversial daytime 

cohost, whose contract with The View expires in 
June, told a disappointed audience on April 25 
that she wouldn’t be returning to the show. Five 
days later, the mother of four posted a video on 
her personal website explaining that ABC asked 
her to return with a three-year contract worth 
$6 million. “And I said I wanted one year for 
$10 [million],” she revealed. “I know [it] seems 
unbearably greedy, but considering what 
they made this year... That’s what happened, and 
then they said no.” (ABC declined to comment.) 

Not only has Donald Trump lost 
a gossip-page sparring partner, The View is left 
without the publicity magnet credited for a15 
percent jump in young female viewers. And it’s 
now down by two regular cohosts, having never 
replaced Star Jones. A show spokesman says 
they’ll look for at least one permanent candidate, 
but following O’Donnell’s incendiary act won’t 
be easy, as not many hosts can engage in lively 
discussion about American Idol in one breath 
and talk about 9/11 conspiracies in another. 

O’Donnell promises she’ll guest- 
host The View and do specials next season. And 
widespread speculation continues that she’ll 
land her own syndicated talk show with 
Telepictures, which distributed her first daytime 
gabfest and is now The Ellen DeGeneres Show’s 
home studio. (The company declined com- 
ment.) Or she could eschew TV altogether and 
follow her love of Broadway: A rep for Les 
Misérables confirms she’s mulling an offer to star 
in the show, perhaps as early as this fall. —Lynette 
Rice, Nicole Sperling, and Jennifer Armstrong,

‘B’Day’ Blues 


A deluxe edition of Beyoncé’s 
smash sophomore album hits a 
legal snag. BY CLARK COLLIS 


his is no way to start a B’Day party: 
! On April 16, a lawyer for music 

publishing company the Royalty 
Network filed for a preliminary injunction 
to prevent further sales of the new “deluxe 
edition” of the 2006 Beyoncé album, B’Day. 
Their claim: Beyoncé’s managers never 
reached a licensing deal—or even paid 
the Royalty Network—for the rights to use 
the Des’ree single “I’m Kissing You.” The 
British singer (most famous for 1994’s “You 
Gotta Be”) co-wrote the ballad for and per- 
formed it in the 1996 Leonardo DiCaprio 
film Romeo + Juliet. Retitled “Still in Love 
(Kissing You),” Beyoncé’s take was one of 
the 11 new tracks that helped the updated 
B’Day move 126,000 copies in its first week. 

Despite the legal wrangling, Beyoncé’s 

father, Mathew Knowles, insists “we are not 
pulling product off shelves.” Columbia 
Records reached an agreement April 20 to 
stop distribution temporarily, but all copies 
shipped before the court papers were filed 
can still be sold. The disputed track is no 
longer available on iTunes, and future press- 
ings of the album will not include it until the 
issue is resolved. (The next hearing is sched- 
uled for May 14.) Knowles pére insists that 
song-rights snafus “happen on most records,” 
while a senior music exec says, “The last thing 
you want to do is pull a pet project, so maybe 
[Beyoncé’s camp] went ahead to meet a dead- 
line.” Knowles suggests a time crunch was the 
main issue, and says his superstar daughter 
had no idea the song would prove to be 
problematic: “No artist gets involved with 
clearances. She was unaware of any of this.”

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Jack 
Valenti 


1921-2007 


s the head of the Motion Picture Asso- 
A ciation of America for 38 years, Jack 

Valenti was the architect of the movie 
ratings system, the film industry’s chief 
lobbyist, and its primary unifying force. But 
the dapper Texan—who died on April 26, at 
age 85, of complications from a stroke—had 
one calling above all else: that of diplomat. 
While regular folks recognized him from 
his frequent appearances at the Oscars, power 
players on both coasts (from Presidents 
Johnson and Clinton to moguls Lew Wasser- 
man and Steven Spielberg) knew him as the 
ultimate negotiator, a colorful orator who put 
everyone at ease with a wink, or, when neces- 
sary, a kiss on the head. Recalls Academy 
president Sid Ganis, “He just had that ability 
to gather us and have us all pay attention.” 

For a magnetic man whose life played like a 

movie itself—he piloted B-25s during WWII; 
as an adviser to LBJ; he rode in the fateful

time.” 


Kennedy motorcade in Dallas—Valenti’s move 
to the MPAA in 1966 seemed only fitting. 
Serving as the industry’s ambassador to D.C. 
and abroad, his testimonies on everything 
from free trade to digital piracy were marked 
by theatricality. In 1982, he famously decried 
the initially threatening advent of home video: 
“T say to you that the VCR is to the American 
film producer and the American public as 
the Boston Strangler is to the woman home 
alone.” Still, Ganis notes, “You never even 
questioned that what he was saying was true.” 
That trust was key to the durability of the 
movie ratings system, which Valenti devised in 
1968 as a way to update the guidelines detailed 
in the draconian Hays Code of the 1930s. 
While many filmmakers have complained that 
Rs and NC-17s curb artistic expression (see 
last year’s documentary This Film Is Not Yet 
Rated), just as many others view the industry- 
regulated system as a favorable alternative 
to government censorship. Even after Valenti 
resigned his MPAA post in 2004, he was the 
program’s staunchest defender and continued 
to lobby on its behalf. In his forthcoming auto- 
biography, This Time, This Place (due in June), 
Valenti reflects on his retirement with the 
contentment of a man who truly loved his 
work: “I had the warm satisfaction that comes 
to anyone who has lashed his whole person 
to a belief in something that has heft and sub- 
stance.... I feel good knowing I gave it all I had 
for along, long time.” —Joshua Rich

“It’s 
like a $90 million movie. It’s just...big.” 

Yep: Stakes are high. And notjust in the budget- 
busting kind of way, either. The finale—right down 
to its eye-popping last scene—sets the stage fora 
second season designed to expand the show’s 
creative horizons and commercial potential even 
further. The cast of Heroes will proudly tell you 
that they feel like they’re riding a wave of change 
that is transforming television. Unfortunately for 


some, that wave is about to crash. There’s a wall in 
Heroes HQ dotted with photos of dead characters 
(Isaac, Simone, Eden...) under a banner that reads 
“Tn loving memory.” Expect a face or two to be 
added soon. “I thought I was signing up for a show 
called Heroes,” says Adrian Pasdar, whose morally 
shaky politico Nathan Petrelli will make a choice 
in the finale that will affect the destinies of every 
character on the show. “I didn’t know I was going 
to wind up on Survivor.”

“The problem is that if you do something totally 
unexpected one week, the expectation is that 
youre going to have to doit again the next,” he says. 
“You're going to go crazy trying to be ‘the show that 
always defies expectations.” Kring feels Heroes’ 
self-generating premise (genetic outbreak of mu- 
tants = constant supply of new characters) and 
grounded, human approach are the keys to con- 
tinued vitality. Yet he also wonders how much of this 
is even within his control. Considering the struggles 
Lost and Desperate Housewives have had after Next 
Cool Thing rookie seasons, Kring says: “It’s scary. 
The shelf life of shows seems to be getting shorter 
and shorter. As long as the stories continue to be 
about these ordinary people who discover powers 
and find purpose in them, Heroes can go on. The 
danger is that some of these ideas may seem less 
interesting than the year before. We'll see.” 

Or, as Oka puts it: “This is the TV generation. 
We're alla little ADD.” And despite being shrewdly 
engineered to withstand such impatience, the 
show may have finally been on the receiving end 
of its first dent: After a seven-week break, Heroes 
returned on April 23 down 3 million viewers from 
the March 5 episode. However, the numbers 
should surge back up as Heroes enters May sweeps, 
and hopes are high that even more fans can be 
found online and over the summer (see sidebar). 
“T don’t think anyone who’s ever watched a hand- 
ful of these episodes ever felt dissatisfied, but one 
thing we’re going to try to improve upon next sea- 
son is the air pattern,” says NBC Entertainment 
president Kevin Reilly, adding that a specific plan 
is already in the works—one that would amount to 
a “big twist” for season 2. “Fans who like serial- 
ized shows like this don’t like it to go off for big 
chunks of time. We have a big idea for next sea- 
son, but by the third season we'll move to a 24 
model, where we’re on continuously.”

Of course, lips are 
sealed tighter than Wonder Woman’s girdle about 
what they shot. “I get the sense there will be a lot 
of objects flying around,” hints Quinto, who won’t 
comment on rumors that his breakout bad guy 
will indeed return next season. However, Sylar’s 
Freudian-fraught fight with his mother does ignite 
the finale’s apocalyptic endgame and puts him on

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the presidential path suggested by April 30’s 
noodle-cooking “possible future” episode. “It’s a 
bad day for the world,” says Quinto. “I’m not going 
back to the watch shop anytime soon.” 

The May 21 season capper will set up two big 
ideas for the second volume of Heroes, to be titled 
“Generations.” The new saga will focus on putting 
the Heroes mythology ina grand historical context 
of superpowered family dynasties. “I know exactly 
where season 2 starts,” says Oka. “It focuses on 
heritage, the family line, and the source of the pow- 
ers.” That means the “older” generation of heroes— 
including George Takei’s Papa Nakamura and 
especially Cristine Rose’s Mama Petrelli—should 
expect more screen time. “I'd like to think she’s 
going to become queen of the world,” says Rose. 
“But I don’t think that’s going to happen.” 

Then again, maybe it will: Instead of just a cheer- 
leader or a city, “Volume 2: Generations” will con- 
cern a plot to save the entire planet. “All I know is 
that I’m going to be all over the world next year,” 
says Sendhil Ramamurthy, whose nonpowered (or 
is he?) scientist Suresh will learn crucial info about 
his Indian past and his dead (or is she?) sister in 
the finale that helps set up next season. Kring says 
the onscreen global expansion of Heroes is being 
undertaken in part to coincide with the show’s 
aggressive rollout into foreign TV markets. In- 
deed, from comic books to websites to possible 
videogames and movies, Heroes is emerging as a 
lucrative worldwide brand for NBC. Some TV pro- 
ducers might find all this rather oppressive, not to 
mention a tail-wagging-the-dog corruption of their 
creative process, but Kring is both very practical 
and very ambitious; he’s jazzed by the prospect 
that Heroes can be not just a TV show, but a bound- 
less, viral form of entertainment. “TV is changing. 
And it’s exciting to be at the forefront of that 
change,” says Kring, tipping his hat to Lost, Alias, 
and Smallville for blazing the geek-obsessed trail. 
“T have people here who worked on those shows. 
They came here with a lot of knowledge of how it 
has worked and how it should work. This is their 
chance to swing for the bleachers.” 

Of course, the cash-cow potential of Heroes only 
makes the creative question more urgent: Can it 


last? The cast believe the key is to stick with the 
strategy that got them here: sheer audacity. “We 
can’t just make cookie-cutter replicas of this sea- 
son,” says Milo Ventimiglia, who, as Peter Petrelli, 
may or may not be the human nuke set to obliter- 
ate New York City. “We have to grow. We have to 
change.” Kring agrees—and then some. He doesn’t 
believe in deferring wild, paradigm-shifting moves 
for the sake of along-range master plan. He thinks 
great ideas beget great ideas, so why hold back? 
“My guess is that we’ll find the edge of the cliff at 
some point—and fall off of it,” Kring says with a 
laugh. “But right now, it’s the wild, wild West. It 
feels like anything is possible.” &

offbeat Sundance hit, Russell plays a 
working-class Southerner who reacts 

to her pregnancy with comic resentment, 
even wondering at one point if she could 
sell her kid for extra cash. “I loved how 

not precious she was,” says Russell, 31. 
“People expect all women to react the same 
to pregnancy. But anyone who’s been 
around pregnant women knows that it’s not 
all cutesy and sweet. You spaz out and 
you're angry and you have tantrums.” She 
laughs. “There’s a lot goin’ on!” 

There’s certainly plenty happening for 
Russell. Thanks to Waitress, she’s enjoying 
asweet little career boost. In the years follow- 
ing her Golden Globe-winning turn as a love- 
lorn college coed on The WB’s Felicity, which 
ended in 2002, the actress has kept a relatively 
low profile, popping up in supporting parts in 
movies like 2005’s The Upside of Anger and 
last year’s Mission: Impossible III. With Wait- 
ress (see review on page 58), written and di- 
rected by the late indie vet Adrienne Shelly, 
she’s back in the lead. Russell stars as a woman 
who, after learning she’s pregnant by her rot- 
ten husband (Six Feet Under’s Jeremy Sisto), 
has a fling with her dashing obstetrician 
(Serenity’s Nathan Fillion)—all while whipping 
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Adrienne Shelly never 
got to enjoy the 
accolades her movie 
Waitress would 
receive. Last November, 
she was found dead in 
her New York City 
office at the age of 40. 
(The construction 
worker charged with 
her murder is awaiting 
trial.) Shelly, who first 
gained recognition for 
herroles in Hal Hartley 
indies like 1991's Trust, 
wrote Waitress while 
eight months pregnant 
with her daughter, 
Sophie, now 4. In her 
memory, Shelly’s 
husband, Andy 

Ostroy, has created the 
Adrienne Shelly 
Foundation (adrienne 
shellyfoundation.org) 
to fund and mentor 
female filmmakers. 
Says foundation board 
member and Waitress 
star Keri Russell: 

“It's tragic. But hope- 
fully people will see the 
movie and it will serve 
as a legacy for her.”

up desserts with names like “Pregnant Miserable 
Self-Pitying Loser Pie” at the local diner. It’s more 
grown-up than anything Russell has done—adul- 
terous sex in the doctor’s office is along way from 
boy crushes in the dorm—and critics at Sundance 
even wondered if Waitress heralded the arrival ofa 
movie star. “I’m not that sentimental a person,” says 
Chery] Hines, who plays a fellow diner worker in 
the film. “But every time I watch this movie, I get 
choked up. Keri finds the beauty and the vulner- 
ability of this woman in a very clear way.” 

However exciting a time it is for Russell, the 
joy comes with an undercurrent of tragedy: Last 
November, director Shelly was found murdered 
in her Manhattan office (see sidebar). “It still 
hasn't really sunk in,” Russell says. “I keep thinking 
she’ll come back from vacation and be like, ‘Can 
you believe it? The movie’s so great!’” Without 
Shelly, who also costars in the film, Russell now 
finds herself in the peculiar position of being the 
movie's de facto spokesperson. “Here we are try- 
ing to do all this press. I’m so pregnant, and we’re 
lacking our ringleader,” she says. “So journalists are 
asking me questions like ‘What kind of pie would 
you be?’ I’m not the writer. That’s not my creation. 
And I feel so sad that no one’s getting to hear what 
Adrienne’s inspiration was.” 


ipping an impossibly healthy 
concoction of freshly squeezed cel- 
ery, chard, and apple juice, Russell 
kicks back on the grass and jokes 
about needing to unbutton her 
faded Wranglers to let her round tummy breathe. 
“Ugh,” she groans. “Non-pregnancy pants are the 
worst!” Her curly locks are straightened and pulled 
into a low side ponytail. She looks as fresh as if she 
were on her way to a CoverGirl shoot—she’s been a 
spokesmodel since last year—but there’s not a hint 
of Hollywood glamour about her. And her private 
life is just as unassuming. Her husband is not anac- 
tor, director, or producer. He’sjusta guy from Martha’s 
Vineyard whom she met through friends. (“He asked 
if he could buy me a cup of coffee, and I said sure.”) 


Russell cleans her own house. Her closest friends 
in New Yorkare non-bold-faced names. And though 
she’s been working since she landed on the revamped 
Mickey Mouse Club at age 15, she rarely, if ever, turns 
up at industry parties. “It’s just not for me,” she ex- 
plains. “I like my normal life. And I like my privacy.” 
For Felicity co-creator J.J. Abrams, who had never 
run a TV show before working with Russell, the 
actress’ no-nonsense attitude was a godsend. 
“We’re the ones who learned from her,” recalls the 
Emmy-winning mind behind Alias and Lost. “She 
had been doing this for so long. She came in, was 
maternal to the crew, was always prepared, and 
she helped other actors with their lines.” He still 
marvels at how gracefully Russell handled the 
media storm and ratings drop when she cut her 
trademark hair in 1999 as part of the show’s story 
line. “She went from being a version of America’s 
sweetheart to being derided on a daily basis for a 
decision that was not even hers,” Abrams says. 
“But she never showed any signs of breaking.” 
When you've been in the business for 16 years and 
the only scandal tarnishing your name boils down 
to abad haircut, that’s something. How does she do 
it? “I’m anerd,” Russell says, adding that her Felic- 
ity costar (and former boyfriend) Scott Speedman 
used to call her “Homework Reminder.” “At lunch, 
I would always be going, ‘Guys! We gotta get back! 
We're gonna get in trouble!’ Scott was like, ‘Home- 
work Reminder, chill out, we'll be okay.” She shrugs. 
“T’mjust anerd. That, andI can’t stay awake past 10 
o'clock, which is usually when bad things happen.” 
As noon approaches, the park fills with parents 
chasing their kids, one of whom wanders by and gets 
a warm “Hi!” from Russell. About to welcome her 
own childinto the world, she is, of course, wondering 
how motherhood will change her career. “Shane and 
I are not the type to have a nanny,” she says. “But 
I’m gonna have to get help if I work.” She recently 
finished a two-episode guest spot on NBC’s Scrubs, 
and has a pair of movies due for release this fall. In 
the child-prodigy drama August Rush, she costars 
opposite Jonathan Rhys Meyers and Freddie 
Highmore; in the thriller The Girl in the Park, she 
cameos as Alessandro Nivola’s wife. She’s also 
working closely with Shelly’s husband, Andy Ostroy, 
for the Adrienne Shelly Foundation, which he 
created after her death to assist female filmmakers. 
Though Russell hasn’t decided when she'll return 
from maternity leave, she can be confident that 
there will be at least one person waiting for her. 
“T love working with Keri,” says Abrams. “There’s 
hardly any [project] that comes around that I 
don’t wonder if she would do it.” What about his 
upcoming Star Trek reboot? Would he consider 
casting the former Mouseketeer as a hot Klingon? 
“That'd be awesome!” Abrams says, laughing. 
It might take a little convincing, though. In the 
park, Homework Reminder wrinkles her nose at 
the idea: “I’m not that nerdy!” @

They pore over every sitcom script, flagging lewd 
jokes and errant curse words. They police every live 
event, tightly gripping bleep buttons in anticipation 
of an F-bomb. They make agonizing decisions about 
just how much bare butt cheek is too much. They’re 
standards-and-practices executives, the powerful peo- 
ple charged with keeping their networks clean. And 
they almost never discuss what they do. 
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Until now, that is. We’ve assembled a quartet of 
S&P execs from four out of the five broadcast net- 
works, who offer an unusually candid look at their 
secretive work. Why are they opening up? Partly 
out of growing frustration with the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, which polices TV 
broadcasts and can impose warnings and fines for 
decency violations—and, according to our pan- 
elists, is increasingly vague aboutits rules. “The ar- 
bitrariness, the lack of clarity is creating a chilling 
effect,” says one. And the stakes are only getting 
higher: Some senators have called for a crackdown 
on violent images in the media following the Vir- 
ginia Tech shootings, and the FCC just released a 
long-awaited report on TV violence that could re- 
sult in new restrictions on shows like CSJ and 24 
(see sidebar on page 44). Speaking not for attri-

EW Just so we're clear, what does standards and 
practices do? 

EXECUTIVE 1 With the exception of sports and news, 
we look at what’s acceptable with respect to our 
brand, as wellas make certain that the [entertain- 
ment] content is compliant with FCC regulations. 
EXECUTIVE 2A large part of what standards does is 
making sure that parents know whether ashow is 
appropriate for their children. 

EXECUTIVE 3 We are also there for advertisers who 
can come in knowing they won’t be butted up 
against content that is inappropriate and doesn’t 
reflect well on them. 

EXECUTIVE 2 Our people do the delays on the live 
shows. If youre a baseball player and you fail six 
out of 10 times at what you do, you go to the Hall 
of Fame. If you’re a standards editor on that but- 
ton and you miss one time, there’s a potential for 


EXECUTIVE 1 Vaginal is not found to be indecent, 
but the context is still going to be key, so that you 
might still be found indecent for using the word 
vagina or vaginal. But balls is less offensive than 
testicles because balls could mean something else. 
EXECUTIVE 2 One of the things we have to do, 
whether it’s by using “You suck” or “MILF,” is to 
evolve. Expressions or usages become popular- 
ized. I don’t think we want to be part of a coars- 
ening of the culture, but I suspect even in Peoria, 
Illinois, there are words regularly used on play- 
grounds that we still don’t allow on our network. 
EXECUTIVE 1 We have to keep a fairly young staff of 
people around to stay on top of those IM terms. We 
were looking at ratings recently and one of my 
staffers said, “What were the numbers for the 
MILF group?”

EW Are you surprised by what some producers try 
to include in a script? 

EXECUTIVE 4 People might be surprised how much 
give-and-take there is. I’m working on a pilot, and 
we're giving them two uses of the word dick as in 
Jerk, as opposed to the genital reference. 
EXECUTIVE 2 Show runners are very competitive 
people. If you’re a drama producer and you're look- 
ing at The Sopranos, they say, “That’s what I’m 
having to compete with for eyeballs.” Sometimes 
they need to be reminded that we’re over the air. 
Most of them are very good about it. You want 
to preserve creative freedom, but we also have 
to try and guess what the [FCC] is going to do. 
If you go back and look at the pilot of All in the 
Family, I’m not sure that in our risk-averse 
world...it would air today. 

EW The FCC last March fined more than 100 
CBS affiliates $3.6 million for airing a repeat 
episode of Without a Trace that included a group 
sex scene. Was the FCC wrong to single out that 
show? 

EXECUTIVE 2 When the Trace repeat aired on New 
Year’s Eve [2004], CBS heard nothing for two 
weeks. [Anti-smut watchdog group] the Parents 
Television Council put a clip out of context up on 
their website and urged people to complain to the 
FCC that it was indecent. These complaints are 
not spontaneous. 

EXECUTIVE 4 I thinkit’s important to point out that 
indecency fines used to be rare. [Now] there’s a 
political agenda at work. You have the Parents 
Television Council generating tens of thousands 
of e-mails, all counted as individual complaints. 
And they’re the primary driver, along with a cer- 
tain agenda in Washington, in terms of indecency 
as an issue now. 

EXECUTIVE 2 Ironically, [the Without a Trace 
episode] had a fair amount of redeeming social 
value. Yes, it was the “teen orgy” episode, but the 
whole message of the show was for parents, saying, 


“Do you know what your kids are doing after 
school?” 

EXECUTIVE 1 Which we do look at a lot. If there is 
smoking, drinking, something like that, a stan- 
dards exec will allow it if there’s some socially re- 
demptive qualities or a message at the end. 

EW The FCC considers obscene material to be, 
among other things, lacking serious literary or sci- 
entific value. It defines indecency as language or 
material that depicts or describes sexual or ex-

cretory organs or activities. Is the FCC clear 
enough for you? 

EXECUTIVE 4 No, they’re not clear. They’re ab- 
solutely arbitrary and capricious.

Why TV violence could face a major crackdown 


Has Jack Bauer been tor- 
tured for the last time? 
Will Gil Grissom ever see 
a bloody corpse again? 
On April 25, the FCC 
released a report that, 
among other things, links 
short-term aggression in 
children to violent im- 
ages on TV and ques- 
tions the effectiveness 
of the V-chip in blocking 
unwanted shows. Broad- 
casters believe Congress 
will respond to the find- 
ings by allowing the FCC 
to oversee your favorite 
murder-and-mayhem- 
themed procedurals. 
(Shows like CS/ and 24

violence on TV.) Law- 
makers could also enact 
some of the report's 
other suggestions, 

such as designating a 
violence-free family hour 
and allowing viewers to 
choose which cable 
channels they subscribe 
to. “The desire by the 
FCC and Congress to re- 
strict TV violence is un- 
derstandable,” says one 
standards-and-practices 
exec. “If the networks 
did not share some of 


that concern, we would 
not have standards de- 
partments.” 

So what does this 
mean for CS/ fans? Prob- 
ably nothing in the short 
term. (We are talking 
about Washington, after 
all.) In the long term, the 
FCC and Congress are 
most likely in for a fight if 
they press ahead. “There 
has not been one industry 
in the history of this 
country that has been 
improved by government 
supervision, ever,” says 
Law & Order creator Dick 
Wolf. In addition, it may 
be hard for the FCC to 


police violence when its 
definition of indecency 
is already so tricky to 
understand and adhere 
to. Any definitions that 
the agency does formu- 
late may run afoul of the 
Constitution. “We often 
refer to this type of 
proposal as legislative 
crack,” says Andrew 
Schwartzman of the 
Media Access Project, a 
First Amendment advo- 
cacy group. “The more 
unconstitutional it 
seems, the happier they 
are to support it, knowing 
that it will be thrown 
away by the courts." —LR

EXECUTIVE 3 It was inappropriate. I think it showed 
a huge lack of judgment with respect to the ex- 
pectation of the audience. If that happened in a 
music video on MTV, I don’t think anybody would 
have cared because the people who would be of- 
fended would never have seen it. It goes to the 
issue of expectation. Youjust have to make sure the 
audience understands what the nature of the show 
is and its sensibility. You sort of have a contract 
with the viewer. As long as you don’t violate that 
contract, you are fine. 
EW The FCC just released a report about violent 
programming. Is it inevitable that the FCC will 
want to begin regulating TV violence? 
EXECUTIVE 1 I strongly believe they will. My 
understanding is that they would like this um- 
brella of indecency to incorporate violence. But 
they haven’t adequately defined indecency or 
obscenity! I guess it’s just easier to roll in more 
ambiguity into ambiguity. Because if they write 
regulations about violence in particular, they 
might actually have to be specific about it. 
EXECUTIVE 2 How can “objectionable” violence be 
defined and still respect the First Amendment? 
The FCC has ruled that coarse language in Saving 
Private Ryan was not indecent, but what about the 
violence? If violence is harmful to children and 
younger teens, then how is Washington going to 
make a distinction between “good” or “responsi-

The Pulitzer Prize-winning author has concocted 
another page-turner, a wacky detective 
novel with a most unusual fantasy-fueled twist

Right around the time he was KIRSCHLING breakthrough for Chabon, by 


polishing up The Amazing Ad- 
ventures of Kavalier & Clay, 
Michael Chabon had a conver- 
sion moment. The novel was a 639- 
page brew of magic, World War II, New 
York City, superheroes, and comic books 
that would climb best-seller lists and win 
the author the 2001 Pulitzer Prize for fic- 
tion. As he wrote a scene for its final 
pages—in which artist Joe Kavalier takes 
a Betty and Veronica comic into the woods 
and comes alive to the idea that the comic 
bookis every bit as capable of producing art 
as any other medium—Chabon suddenly 
realized he too loved comics (as wellas sci- 
ence fiction, detective novels, adventure 
stories, fantasy, and horror). The real

that says you can’t have it all in one book.” So, 
ever since he first tried it in Kavalier & Clay, meld- 
ing crowd-pleasing popular yarns with beautiful 
writing has continued to be Chabon’s mandate. In 
that time, he’s edited two books of pulp adventure 
stories for McSweeney’s, co-written the Spider-Man 
2script, released a novella about Sherlock Holmes 
called The Final Solution, and embarked on aserial 
“full of sword fights and hairbreadth escapes and 
horses and elephants and armies” for The New 
York Times Magazine. 

Now his biggest undertaking since Kavalier & 
Clay is done, and it’s his boldest cross-pollination 
of forms so far. His new novel, The Yiddish Police- 
men’s Union (see review, page 74), is an old-fashioned 
detective story featuring rich language and a far- 
out literary twist. The book takes place in Alaska, 
and posits a hyper-imagined alternate history in 
which Jews were relocated there instead of Israel 
in 1948. Chabon got the idea years ago, after read- 
ing that sucha proposal was actually floated during 
World War IT. Only after thinking up the setting 
did Chabon decide to make it a detective novel and 
center it around a PI named Landsman. 

To prepare, he read and reread his favorite liter- 
ary mystery writers: Raymond Chandler, Dashiell 
Hammett, and Ross Macdonald. “With them, it’s not 
about the mystery per se,” says Chabon, his trade- 
mark longish hair still wet from his morning 
shower. “I mean, I like solving puzzles as muchas the 
next guy, but it’s never the detectiveness of the book, 
or the mystery, that I respond to. It’s the voice, the 
prose. Now, I do enjoy the obligation to provide a 
crime, clues, and red herrings, but what got me going 
was the sense of atmosphere, and the certain 
amount of pleasure that I get from putting together 
things that haven’t typically been put together.” 

Chabon’s publisher at HarperCollins, Jonathan 
Burnham, sees the historical precedent for what 
Chabon is doing with mash-ups like Yiddish. “To 
get alittle bit pretentious, it hearkens back to the 
19th-century writers,” Burnham says. “Dickens 
and Thackeray were not afraid to draw from pop- 
ular fiction: the potboiler, the melodrama, the 
gothic. They used all those elements and yet 


created unique literary fiction, and in a sense 
Michael is going back to that.” 

So far, the only bump along the prerelease road 
comes courtesy of the New York Post, whose 
Page Six asserted on April 22 that Chabon’s “ugly” 
depiction of Jews as “constantly in conflict with 
each other” would “set off a firestorm of contro- 
versy.” Chabon shrugs it off. “I took it as a badge 
of honor,” he says. “My mom said, ‘You’ve arrived 
now as a Jewish-American writer.’ It made her 
think of Philip Roth and Portnoy’s Complaint. 
Youre not officially a Jewish-American writer 
until you've been roundly castigated by other Jews 
for what you've written.” 


habon breaks off talking about 
detective fiction when Waldman 
g walks into the kitchen, dressed for the 
day, hair also wet from the shower. 
The kids—Sophie, 12; Zeke, 9; Ida- 
Rose, 5; and Abraham, 4—are all at school. 

“You look really nice,” Chabon says. 

“Oh, no, I don’t!” Waldman replies happily. 

“You look really gorgeous!” Chabon insists. 

“Tlook like, uh, a brick s---house!” Waldman laughs. 

Married 13 years, they are a famous—and famously 
in love—writing pair, like Nick and Nora Charles 
with word processors and not so much booze. Wald- 
man, author of 2006’s Love and Other Impossible 
Pursuits, set offa brush fire—and landed on Oprah— 
after she wrote a 2005 essay in which she admitted 
she loved her husband more than she loved her chil- 
dren. Chabon, more soft-spoken than Waldman, 
calls the fallout from the essay “one of those strange 
runaway processes that just gets going, and all you 
can do is hang on and wait for it to be over.” 

Nowadays, while the kids are at school, Chabon 
and Waldman work back-to-back at opposite desks 
in a backyard writing cottage that smells of Span- 
ish cedar. Last fall he worked so strenuously on his 
screenplay for the Kavalier & Clay movie that he 
gave himself carpal tunnel syndrome. (That film, 
starring Tobey Maguire and Natalie Portman, near- 
ly went into production last Thanksgiving. Now, 
Chabon says, “it’s stalled, totally stalled.”) His next 
book will be a young-adult novel; after that, he says, 
he wants to step away from sword fights and armies 
and Yiddish detectives. “This young-adult novel 
I’m working on now has some fantastic content,” 
he says, “but when I start my next novel for adult 
readers, I really feel like I’d like to return to reality. 
I’m eager to take on the present.” 

It used to be that Chabon wrote through the night, 
but working in the daytime now means he gets to see 
more of the kids, and he gets to read more, too. On 
the nightstand by his bed you'll find, he says, “just 
a big mishmash”—everything from Isaac Asimov's 
sci-ficlassic Foundation to Jane Austen’s Persuasion. 
It’s just another sign that this literary Dr. Franken- 
stein revels in mixing things up. @

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burden to pile on Tobey Maguire’s star-child gawk 
and perpetually curled baby lips. It’s also alot to 
ask of moviegoers, who in this jumbly, sometimes 
fun, sometimes dispirited sprawl of asequel end 
up getting more bang for their buck...and also less. 

Spider-Man 3 has terrific moments, but after the 
danger and majesty and romantic brio of Spider- 
Man 2, those adrenalized rooftop ballets feel, more 
than ever, like sequences: hermetic action miracles 
cooked up in the effects lab, with astory patched 
around them. Sam Raimi, directing his third Spidey 
adventure (the script is by Raimi, his brother Ivan, 
and Alvin Sargent), tosses together the rivalries, 
criminals, and amorous mishaps like salad, and he 
contrives a way to make Spider-Man into a figure 
of “alienated” vengeance without ever risking the 
tiniest sliver of audience market share. 

In Spider-Man 3, an asteroid crashes, just as in 
the old’50s sci-fi movies, and out of the fiery rock 
emerges a sticky, shiny black tangle—beware! It’s 
the crawling audiotape!—that, for no discernible 
reason, heads straight for Peter, infesting his 
cruddy apartment like fleas waiting for a dog. The 
alien stickum is searching for a host, and when it 
finds one, it brings out the host’s latent dark side. 

His suit now black as a tire, Spidey, possessed, 
leaps over rooftops, pursuing a foe to what looks 
like a grisly demise. This time, he has a private 
stake in the square-off: Sandman, before emerg- 
ing, Hulk-like, from a grand atomic snafu, was a 
desperate criminal named Flint Marko (Thomas 
Haden Church), who may have been responsible 
for the murder of Peter’s uncle. The movie tells us, 
after the fact, that Spidey was doing his best to kill 
Sandman, yet the vengeful act in question looks 
closer to an accident, so the distinction between 
the “good” and “bad” Spider-Man is never more 
than cosmetic. It boils down to how abstractly 
demonic he looks in that shineless black suit. 

Peter, by contrast, wears the dark side on his 
sleeve, if not his designer lapels. He’s exorcising a 
more profound demon: the curse of nerdishness, 
which makes Maguire play every scene with the 
same dorky strangled whine and am [just nice or 
trying to get you to join a cult? good-guy stare. 
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There’s got to be an escape from that Tobey daze, 
and as the crawling audiotape from space takes 
over, Peter lets loose, and Maguire lets his hair 
down—or, at least, lets a shock of it fall onto his 
forehead. It does him good. As he saunters down 
the sidewalk in a black suit, doing snappy Rat 
Pack things with his fingers, Maguire seems to be 
enjoying himself, even if it isn’t clear whether the 
girls are giggling at him because Peter is suddenly 
sexy or because he seems to have lost his mind. 
When he wanders into a jazz bar, where M.J., now 
estranged from him, is singing a set, he looks 
tough, talks tough, and finally takes over the floor 
of the club. At last, we see the secret that lies in 
Spider-Man’s heart: It’s Peter Parker’s desire to 
dance as if he were in a revival of Cabaret. 

Okay, I kid, but it’s only because Raimi sets up 
the whole dark-side-of-a-hero business and then 
treats it like a Jim Carrey joke. Meanwhile, the 
movie lurches along on quasi-contrivances. You 
never see why M.J., after being fired from her 
play, neglects to tell Peter, or why, on a day honor- 
ing Spider-Man, he’s willing to jab at her jealousy 
by restaging their famous upside-down kiss with 
the blond tart Gwen Stacy (Bryce Dallas Howard). 
Topher Grace, as Peter’s rival photographer, a 
smarm in frosted Brad Pitt hair, brings the movie 
a welcome dose of seething energy. And let’s not 
take the effects scenes for granted. A few of them 
are indelible, like a vertiginous sky-high office 
disaster that evokes 9/11, or Sandman’s tornado- 
to-giant-fist morphings, or the climax, with its 
scary plunging taxicabs. Spider-Man 3 is product, 
but it’s a machine that tickles your eyes. B—

This marathon, no-stakes drama 
deals a low-card romance between a daddy- 
conflicted, poker-playing Las Vegas hotshot 
named Huck (Eric Bana, suffocating in his poker 
face) and a sweet, wannabe lounge singer named 
Billie (Drew Barrymore, drawing the wrong 
hand when it comes to casting). Of course, he 
sees in her old-fashioned eyelash fluttering a 
girly purity apparently missing from every other 
woman he has ever bedded in Nevada. 

But the love story is a bluff. So is the tension 
between Huck and his mean ol’ poker legend of 
a father, L.C. (Robert Duvall), a psychobabblish 
competition that causes the old man to under- 
mine every move his kid makes with crap advice 
like “the key to winning is watching and under- 
standing,” and spurs the glowering son to betray 
his instincts with empty commentary like “no 
matter what’s prudent, sometimes you gotta 
play your gut.” Really, all this movie is about is 
the joy of checks, calls, folds, rivers, and the 
acquired thrill of knowing what those words 
mean. For her part, Billie opines that “maybe 
giving and receiving are more complicated than 
winning and losing,” but nobody listens to her. 


That’s because Billie is a 2-D character who 
might as well have been built from green felt. 

The movie, I can only assume, is a gut play on 
the part of writer-director-producer Curtis 
Hanson, himself a declared poker aficionado. 
Hanson is also an obsessive filmmaker who 
loves to immerse himself in exotic subcultures— 
the senior-citizen Florida geography of In Her 
Shoes, the Detroit alleyways of 8 Mile, the vin- 
tage California noir of L.A. Confidential. And 
when he and coscreenwriter Eric Roth first 
began work on the project (the release date has 
been shuffled a few times), televised poker was 
just making it big as a popular spectator sport. 
Clearly, Hanson is jazzed by the macho manipu- 
lation of chips and cards, the mysterious knock- 
ing and tappings of players with their shuttered 
eyes, the mindset, and the mumbo jumbo. 

Fine for him, but somewhere between the 
first cards dealt and the inevitable father-and- 
son showdown at the fictionalized World Series 
of Poker that wraps up the movie’s therapy 
sessions, a passion for authenticity gives way to 
alienating obsession, and real-time betting brings 
any dramatic momentum to a halt. The air is as 
artificial as it is in a gaming establishment with 
no windows or clocks. That an exact replica was 
built of the Bellagio poker room as it looked in 
2003 may be of interest to hotelier Steve Wynn, 
but replication isn’t action—it’s fetish. 

Lucky you, I’ve run out of topical analogies 
for now, except for this: A decent movie just 
wasn’t in the cards.

Julie Christie is the mesmer- 
izing star of Away From Her, 
a tremulous adaptation of 
acclaimed Canadian story- 
teller Alice Munro’s much- 
tougher-minded short fiction 
about love and Alzheimer’s, 


“The Bear Came Over the Mountain.” And as if 
to make it easier for us to drink in as much of the 
actress’ startling, mature beauty as possible, 
adapter/director Sarah Polley keeps the camera 
tight and close on Christie’s magnificently planed 
face: Polley counts on those famous blue eyes to 
tell the tale of Fiona, a woman taking leave of her 
husband, Grant (Gordon Pinsent, with fine blue 
peepers himself), and their long, complicated life 
together as her memory slips. 

Munro’s story is about hanging on and letting 
go, and about the mysteries of what binds men 
and women together.

Keri Russell shines as a beleaguered Southern pie-maker

Waitress | Keri Russell, with

but happy. She plays Jenna, who works 
in asmall-town Southern pie diner 
that’s just far enough off the main drag 
to seem like the last coffee shop on 
Earth. At this ramshackle pit stop, 
Jenna has her work family—her sister 
waitresses, plus the grouch of a cook— 
and she follows her bliss by creating 
new pies, each inspired by a different 
incident (“I Hate My Husband Pie,” 
and so on). We see the concoctions 
assembled in sped-up overhead shots, 
each recipe more luscious than the 
last. It turns out that the pies area 
good deal sweeter than Jenna’s life. 
Married to an angry, jealous control 
freak (Jeremy Sisto), Jenna has just 
learned that she’s pregnant, and she’s 
miserable about it—though in this 
deep-dish comedy of red-state blues, 
the possibility of terminating the 
pregnancy is never even discussed. 
Waitress understands what it is to bea 


woman trapped. Things start to look 
up when Jenna meets her new ob-gyn, 
Dr. Pomatter (Nathan Fillion), whose 
quizzically urgent manner and Bob 
Costas hair mark him as a white knight 
of graciousness. So she jumps his 
bones (even though he’s married too). 
Waitress is awee romantic charmer, 
a delectable Dixie screwball romp that 
never loses its spry sense of discovery. 
Written and directed by Adrienne 
Shelly, the New York actress and film- 
maker who was tragically killed last 
year (she appears, along with Cheryl 
Hines, as one of Jenna’s waitress pals), 
the movie is always high-spirited, but 
it’s also wistful, sexy, and melancholy. 
It mixes flavors as brazenly as Jenna 
does in her traditional yet wild desserts. 
Russell, in a star performance, lets each 
new feeling shine through her skin— 
there’s a great sequence, scored to 
Cake’s “Short Skirt/Long Jacket,” in 
which she beams her way through the 
diner after sex—but Waitress offers no 
easy resolution. What lifts the audi- 
ence sky-high is the portrait of Jenna 
awakening, in every sense, to the life 
inside her. In what was, sadly, to be her 
last movie, Adrienne Shelly proved a 
filmmaker who will long be savored. A

SMALL WONDERS 


You won't find docs or lots of ‘toons, but this set of 13 Academy Award 
winners, nominees, and also-rans does have some wee surprises 


Given the way short films 
and videos abound on the 
Internet in crummy-looking 
copies, it’s a balm to savor 
the pristine audiovisual 
quality of ACOLLECTION OF 
2006 ACADEMY AWARD 
NOMINATED SHORT FILMS 
(Unrated, 190 mins.). But as 
acollectible, this set isn’t 
much to get excited about. 


Documentary shorts aren't included, and only two of the five animated nomi- 
nees show up (those left out were made by big studios that presumably nixed 
their appearance on this indie DVD).

A pioneering TV auteur, Ozzie Nelson (pictured, with Harriet) 
produced, wrote, and directed many of the 24 episodes included here, and also 
held the on-camera role of gently befuddled, cardigan-sweater-wearing hus- 
band and father to sons David and Ricky. In real life, Ricky became a fine Elvis- 
influenced rock star, helped along by the musical performances Ozzie tacked 
onto some of this set's episodes—proto—music videos, in effect. The collection 
includes the 1953 entry “David's Birthday,” for which David and Ricky's son 
Sam provide commentary. One scene involves home movies—real ones, it turns 
out. Thus, David and his nephew watch and comment on a show featuring 
actual footage of David as a baby: pretty “surreal,” to use Sam's word.

to put this?—highly invested fan base. By our 
combined measure, it’s safe to say 24 day 6 
ain’t cuttin’ the mustard. So far, Sutherland’s 
Jack Bauer has killed colleague Curtis Man- 
ning; he’s learned that his brother and father 
have done very bad things; he’s met his Bauer 
Mini-Me in the gung ho yo-yo Doyle (Ricky 
Schroder); he’s shut down a loooong crisis about 
rogue-state “suitcase nukes” only to find that 
his assumed-dead beloved, Audrey (Kim Raver), 
is alive—barely. Yet with all these developments, 
it seems many of you and I agree on this: 

Jack is back, but this Jack is wack. 

In this space, I cannot go into website-style 
detail, but that’s good, because we need to step 
back, take a deep breath, and look at 24’s big 
picture. After being smothered in glory post- 
day 5 (Emmys and critical acclaim for a fantastic 
season that not only pumped up the suspense 
but gave fresh meaning to Jean Smart being a 
designing woman), our beloved series has 
misjudged its mojo. Over five seasons, Suther- 
land and co-creators Joel Surnow and Robert 
Cochran have taught us how to watch 24, and

better plots! 


cracking the narrative code has decreased the 
pleasure. We’ve come to expect, for example, 
that the first few weeks will be spent setting up 
an overarching theme and putting some new 
characters in danger whom we'll never see past, 
say, hour 5. We’ve learned that any government- 
position character who spends the first quarter- 
season looking evil will prove merely misguided 
if not downright heroic (in day 6, that may be 
Peter MacNicol’s Tom Lennox). We know 

from experience that the Big Theme will take 

a Big Twist about halfway through the “day”— 
suitcase nukes, meet hostage Audrey—and that 
as the hours dwindle down, Jack will both go 
rogue and depend on CTU skill (read: Chloe) to 
help him save the, um, day. 

And that’s why this season is both predictable 
and frustrating. We’re dismayed that characters 
and subplots drop away for weeks at a time, that 
day 6 has produced no people and conspiracy 
scenarios as nutty-pleasure complex as last sea- 
son’s President and Martha Logan. 

The great, endgame tragedy of this fine series 
has been that Jack Bauer will save the world 
and lose his soul, if not his life. But this season, 
saggy plotting and bombastic dialogue have 
reduced us to wondering if Kiefer Sutherland is 
bored and what’s happening over on NBC’s 
Heroes. These are truly the scariest and saddest 
moments 24 has ever ticked off.

‘Name’ Recognition 


The NBC comedy delivers laughs and laudable moral 
lessons (seriously!) as it closes out its second season.

It’s got great non sequiturs. 
“Man!” mused Earl on the April 19 
episode after watching Memoirs of 
a Geisha. “That was the worst kung 
fu movie ever.” 

It’s the rare sitcom in which 
characters actually change. Jaime 
Pressly’s Joy is forever revealing 
fresh aspects of her demented mean- 
ness and devotion to motherhood, 
while in the May 3 episode, the usually 
labor-phobic Earl decided to grow 
up and get ajob (in an appliance 
store)—and bought into it enough to 
strive for a promotion. 

It’s second only to The Simpsons 
in amassing a large group of charac- 
ters who can pop up unexpectedly in 
the ragged yet capacious town where 
the show is set and get a solid laugh. 
(1 love it, for example, when occa- 
sional Earl writer Tim Stack plays 
himself as a washed-up drunk.) 


It’s the first working-class-culture 
TV show that has embraced surrealism 
as a legitimate response to the mean- 
inglessness of life. The sneaky bril- 
liance of creator Greg Garcia’s concept 
is that, in our hero’s pre-karma, pre- 
list-of-life-mistakes-to-correct flash- 
backs, Earl breaks the law—he’s a true 
creep. These elements are always good 
for jokes but not necessarily for long- 
term audience identification. However, 
Earl in the present day is a noble fellow 
trying, against the inherent cruelty of 
the world, to do the right things. And 
goodness thwarted is, as well, a comedy 
gold mine. This is called having your 
cake and spitting it out with laughter, 
too. I’d call Earl the most moral show 
on TV, but...oh, but nothing: It is. I’d 
back Earlin an Innate Beneficence 
smackdown against 7th Heaven any day. 

Oh, and I’ve also seen the finale and 
my no-spoiler rave is this: Everything 
the Joy-on-trial subplot has been 
building up to pays off with a beaut of 
a cliff-hanger. And the line “You don’t 
think Jesus would want a piece of this?” 
deserves to go down in—well, hell, of 
course, but comedy heaven, too.

Volta 
(Little landic pop star puts rhythm 
Indian/Elektra) right up at the forefront of her 
Alternative | sixth solo effort. She likes to 


use the word “tribal” when de- 
scribing Volta, and, indeed, the record is heavy 
with beats. There are guest appearances from 
little-known, indie-centric drummers like Mark 
Bell of U.K. techno pioneers LFO and occasional 
Sonic Youth collaborator Chris Corsano. And 
there are the three tracks produced by Bjérk and 
Timbaland—a hyped pairing that’s inspired giddi- 
ness among pop fans who consider the Justin 
Timberlake Svengali to be a percussive panacea. 
All of which makes it adamn shame that Volta 
isn’t nearly as groovy as it sounds on paper. 

Bjork’s delivery is still dynamically kooky, and 
her special knack for majestic melodies is as un- 
canny as ever. But these elements are undercut 
by asimplistic new rhythmic direction. Where 
Volta intends to be primal and liberating, it too 
often feels crude and slapdash. 

Take “Earth Intruders,” a Timbaland track that 
opens the album. It echoes Bjérk’s 1995 marching 
anthem “Army of Me,” but is hamstrung by oddly 
muffled drums. On “Innocence,” Timbo’s kicks 


hit harder, but his snares—a sort of daffy cough- 
yelp combo—quickly grow irritating. He fares 
best later with “Hope,” where his light drum pat- 
tern blends into the tune smoothly, recalling the 
soft sound of Vespertine, Bjérk’s quiet, laptop- 
crafted 2001 release. 

Such nostalgic moments are the best bits of 
Volta. “Wanderlust,” though not perfect, comes 
close to the thoughtfully layered electronic bril- 
liance of 1997’s Homogenic. The song begins with 
the sound of boats blowing their horns in the har- 
bor, and as the melody rolls in, Bjérk affirms just 
how far out she’s willing to drift—“I have lost my 
origins and I don’t want to find them again.” Bell’s 
drums—all skittering and distorted—are a tad rau- 
cous for Bjérk’s plaintive wailing, but they provide 
an energy and a fullness that other tracks lack. 

The disc’s problems, unfortunately, are more 
than a matter of poor percussion. “The Dull Flame 
of Desire,” for instance, featuring warbling guest 
vocalist Antony Hegarty of New York-based 
avant-pop faves Antony and the Johnsons, begins 
strong, with the album’s prettiest horn melody. 
But the song’s title becomes all too appropriate as 
the duo tease and mangle the same refrain—“I 
love your eyes, my dear”—over and over with in- 
creasing theatricality. The sappy vamping is so ex- 
cessive that even Bjérk’s beautiful voice grows 
tiresome. At that point, not even the hottest beat 
would help.

The death of a chess player 
ignites Michael Chabon’s 
loopy, brilliant Jewish epic.

In his wildest dreams, Dr. Joel 
Fleischman—the culturally 
dislocated Jewish doctor in the 
lox-out-of-water dramedy 
Northern Exposure—couldn’t 
have imagined the Alaskan 
wonders conjured by Michael 
Chabon in his marvelous 
reverie The Yiddish Policemen’s 
Union. But Isaac Bashevis 
Singer would feel right at home. 

In Chabon’s virtuoso imagining—a capacious 
meditation on the contradictions of Jewishness, 
disguised as an outlandish detective novel—Israel 
as we know it never got off the ground in 1948. 
Instead, the destination of choice for Jews who 
survived the fires of World War II was a stretch of 
Alaska set aside by Franklin Roosevelt as a tem- 
porary catchment for those dispossessed millions, 
with Sitka as its teeming, slushy center. The 
Frozen Chosen, Chabon calls the parade of saints— 
criminals, cops, dreamers, losers, and schemers 
who people his raucous pages. And in the society 
they create, the Pulitzer Prize-winning author of 
The Amazing Adventures of Kavalier & Clay charts 
nothing less than a psychic world map of his own 
peeps. The alternate universe he plays in is jokier 
and cartoon-broader than usual, but Chabon the 
serious artist means business. 

At its heart is a hard-boiled mystery. A guy—

evidently a chess pro, a heroin addict, and a for- 
mer “black hat,” or ultra-Orthodox Hasid—turns 
up dead in a fleabag hotel, and Det. Meyer Lands- 
man is left to figure out who, how, and why. Lands- 
man’s got a drinking problem, an ex-wife who’s 
now his boss, and a cop partner who’s half Jewish, 
half Tlingit. He’s also got to race a ticking clock 
since the northern Promised Land was promised 
for only 60 years. After that, a Reversion will go 
into effect, stymying police procedure and forc- 
ing the Frozen Chosen to roam the chessboard of 
statelessness once again. “These are strange times 
to be a Jew,” one tribal philosopher observes. 

With each unruly fool Ghabon introduces, fur- 
ther piquant strangeness is revealed. Also exposed: 
charlatan rabbis, radical plans to restore the holy 
temple in Jerusalem, American Jewish funding of 
terrorist Hasidic activities, and a thwarted mes- 
sianic candidate. No sect is spared, no viewpoint 
is sacred—and no remedial tutoring is offered to 
any reader who doesn’t know his Yiddish kupf 
(that’s head) from his tuchis (that’s...tuchis). 

In Chabon’s pulpy world, gray bureaucrats 
sparkle as “men with the variegated surnames of 
doomed crewmen in a submarine movie,” and one 
chess player’s “mother is calling him on the ul- 
trasonic frequency reserved by the government 
for Jewish mothers in the event of lunch.”

No wonder the land is 
emptying out, as emigrants stream 
eastward hoping for a better life...in 
Europe. Just when you've shaken off 
the ash from Cormac McCarthy’s The 
Road, along comes The Pesthouse by 
Jim Crace, another grim and vivid 
postapocalyptic fantasia. 

The Pesthouse of the title is America 
itself, but it is also an actual pesthouse, 
a quarantine hut just outside a river 
town where Margaret, a beautiful 
young woman, is sent to die. After 
coming down with the plague-like 
“flux,” her hair is shorn so she can be 
easily identified and avoided, and her 
family abandons her to a lonely 
deathbed. But Margaret survives, 


nursed to health by Franklin, a sweet- 
natured emigrant who stumbles upon 
the pesthouse while seeking shelter 
from a storm. Risking contagion, he 
rubs her feet and whispers to her of 
his hopes for the future in Europe, 
“sure that life would be more pros- 
perous. How could it not be better 
there? Safer too. With opportunity, a 
word he’d come to love.” 

Yes, even with their society in 
shambles, these latter-day Americans 
are as recklessly drunk on opportunity 
as their forebears, eager to forsake the 
disappointing world they know for 
some distant, intangible opportunity. 
Restored to strength, Margaret and 
Franklin make their way east, contend- 
ing with flamboyantly hateful kidnap- 
pers (who braid ribbons in their filthy 
beards), torrential rivers, a freakish 
religious cult, and their single-minded, 
sadly deluded fellow travelers. It’s a 
little too hammy to be thoroughly con- 
vincing, but it’s a cracking adventure 
story. And Crace pulls off a transcen- 
dent ending that offers both a biting 
comment on the ongoing American ex- 
periment and one possible finale. B+
